A CHANCE FOR EXPRESSION 

A gro%\-h in the number of general activi- 
ties at college, coupled with the seeming natur- 
al reluctance of students to express themselves 
before an audience, resulted last term in a di- 
minuation in numbers of those from whom cap- 
able debating teams representing McGill 
against other colleges could be chosen. Specta- 
tors of meetings of the Debating Union were 
plentiful, but few exercised their privilege of 
making their opinions and views known to all. 
With only a few students actually taking part 
in debate, it is obviously impossible to produce 
an outstanding debating team. There can be no 
doubt of the presence of excellent material in 
a college of nearly three thousand .students. 

The sub.iects chosen for debate may, per- 
iiaps, be to blame. Yet they were uniformly of 
a broad and interesting nature, subjects which 
were no doubt discussed time and time again 
by individual students, talking with one 
another. It may be that the form of debate used 
were at fault. Yet the Mock Parliaments and 
the Oxford Union style draw crowds of both 
.spectators and speakers at other Universities. 

The proable cause of such a dearth of 
speakers must frankly and logicly be laid to 
some form of inferiority complex, a term much 
over-done, and yet perhaps the best explana- 
tion. The fear of being laughed at or ridiculed 
])}' an audience, .supposedly ati<;i}.r'jiiistic and 
critical, appears to be preveiiUug ability fi-oiii 
J>ecoming recognized. It mu.st be remembered 
that men now faraou!-; as orators in the true 
.sense of tiie word began their careers with 
speeches unsymphathetically received by their 
audiences. A start must Ijt; mad(; somitwherc. 
Every intelligent .student mu.st has e .some view, 
some opinion, .some sugge.Htion, some contribu- 
tion to make to any debate. It may appear to be 
a cruel inference lo make, but cowardice can 
be mentaKas well as phy.sical. 

The Dcbiiting Union inti'iid;-; iiolding sev- 
eral meeting.s this year, including at lea.st one 
Mock Parliament. Many noted .speakers, includ- 
ing the Hon. Athanase Davis, Secretary of the 
Province of Quebec, as well as men prominent 
in I' udeiai politics, have consented to be pre- 
sent at various times. Any student present at 
tlio.^e nieoliiiK-s has the right, of whicli the exer- 
cise will bu warmly received, of lùsing and .sup- 
porting or opposing any opinion the previous 
.speakers may liave voiced, or adding to the de- 
bate in hi.s own way. Humour helps to refresh 
discussion as well as emphasise points. The pro- 
cedure i.s (luittî formal., Specchiis are limited in 
length only becau.se other.s may be waiting to 
be heard. College audiences arc usually sympa- 
thetic, contrary to wliat .some i)eoi)lo arc led to 
suppo.se. A new face and viewpoint i.s entliu- 
siastically received in all debating circles. Some 
are born l.!) l>;jrc. ii. is true, bul llicse ai'c for- 
tunately few 



COLLEGE "BABBITS" 

Sinclair Lewis originated and made popular tlic title of 
Babbits as applied to the hard headed business man, who was 
hard headed in at least two possible senses of the term. Al 
though no one with a gift of satire has seen fit to waste 
enough good paper and ink to write a novel on the college 
Babbits, there is no lack of subject matter, 

"The college Babbit like his older brother, using his own 
language, docs not yet know what it is all about. In a futile 
attempt to get into the swim he is caught in the maelstrom 
of the noisy and often useless manifestations of college 
spirit and patriotism. He becomes the rah rah boy who wears 
with t:npardonablc pride the latest collegiate fads created 
by ingenious clothiers who never heard of Joseph and his 
coat of many colors which got him in bad with all of his 
fellowi. 

"The collegiate Babbit is also a 'joiner.' .\nythinff which 
means another organization and offers the possibility of 
acquiring another little tin Rod to wear on his' vest and 
satisfy liis vanity is acceptable to the indiscriminiiting 
Babbit.
